“Calrossie Constellation, the senior stock bull 
at Bapton, owned by Mr. Cecil Moores, will not 
be seen again by the host of admirers he gained 
this year at shows all over the country, for he 
has now been retired from the showring with a 
record which few bulls are likely to equal. The 
decision to retire him from the ring was taken 
after he won the championship at Keith Show— 
the last of the important north-east events— 
which was held on Tuesday of this week. 


“Those who saw him on Tuesday would agree 


that despite all his travelling—3,000 miles in all 


—he was looking as well, if not better than he 
did when he made his debut at the Highland 
show in June. He has won six championships 
since his Dundee success including the Royal 
Show at Norwich, the Great Yorkshire and the 
Royal Lancashire shows. 


“Tt has been a remarkable year for this remark- 
able bull. It began in February at Perth where 
eight of his sons returned an average of almost 
2500 Ibs. and, although he did not sire the champ- 
ion he was the sire of Bapton Cairnbrogie, the 
full brother to the 15,000 gn. Bapton Constructor, 
which topped the sale at 7,000 gs. The following 
week he was the sire of the top-priced bull at 
the Aberdeen sale—1,000 guineas for export, and 
then came the show season. .. .”
